| Keen on Education. 

“The people are keen on education, 
which is the most hopeful sign. We 
need more American teachers over 
there. At present in every village 
we will find English spoken about five 
times as much as Spanish is spoken, 
among those under thirty-five. 
Minor modifications of the organic 
acts governing the islands Will be asked 
in the next congress. At present, we 
are collecting as a duty on tmports 
about $800,000 a year and turning it 
back to the Filipino government. This

we need about $500,000 a year of it for 
expert American help. We need agri- 
cultural experts and American schools 
for American residents there. 

„Under the new methods of treat - 
ment in the Culion leper colony, 1,000 
lepers have been cured and set free. 
We are going to get rid of leprosy. 
There are 6,600 lepers there now and 
medical men from all the world are 
studying our methods. 


Could Supply U. S. with Rubber. 
“If we can stop this scourge it will 
be worth the cost of the Philippine 
war, just as the control of yellow fever 
was worth the cost of the Cuban war. 
The Philippine government is now 
giving $800,000 a year to this work and 
I am trying to raise a fund of $2,000,- 
000 in this country to complete it, 
“We can grow all the rubber needed 
in the United States if the rubber land 
is utilised. I think we can get reason- 
able legislation to grant longer leases 
and greater acreage. But I think it 
can be done without very long leases.”

THEY GOT FUN IN KANSAS. 


At this writing Kansas is still woe te with 


the forward looking convicts who want a brighter 
social life. The incident seems to be peculiarly one 
of the American scene. It might be a possibility 
elsewhere, but we doubt it. Only the American 
panorama would naturally contain it. 


The convicts cannot be regarded as escaped 
prisoners. They are securely impounded under 
ground, 328 of them, in the Kansas penitentiary 
coal mine and they have their guards with them, 
under control and in custody. They have refused 
to come up and the state authorities are unwilling 
or unable to go down after them. Before this has 
been printed they may have abandoned their strus - 
gle for their rights or the authorities may have 
agreed to brighter and better prisons. The convicts 
want “more good times.” 


To sincere Kansans this must seem to be an 
abandonment of levity and frivolity. In Kansas life 
is real and life is earnest. Kansans not only rejoice 
that they have no Texas Guinans but they try by 
law to keep New York from giving such little 


| ladies a hand. Night is not properly a time to 


live. In good works Kansas is up and doing for all 
the nation, conscious of a greater rectitude than 
can be found elsewhere, and it may seem to many 
of its citizens that there is an undeserved reproach 
in the implication that people would not be better 
off and happier, more conscious of restful good 
in a Kansas penitentlary than at liberty anywhere 
else, there lost to the virtues of Kansas law. 

It will further seem to these citizens that it took 
an unparalleled crust for convicts to ask for more 
fun in the penitentiary than Kansans want for 
themselves or will willingly permit any one to have 
outside of prison. In Kansas it ought to be enough 
fun to be in the penitentiary, and these men down 
in the coal mine with their desire far a little more 
pink in their lives, a few more flowers and an oc- 
casiona] song are graceless and unconscionable 
ingrates who are not counting their blesgings. 


SEA POWER AND 
RESPONSIBILITIES. 


It is natura] that the unity of the British em- 
pire and the allegiance of the dominions to the 
crown should be emphasized rather more often by 
Englishmen than by other members of the British 
commonwealth of nations. In the same issue of 
the American press which carries Sir Cecil 
Hurst's exposition of the present imperial system 
we read of the refusal of the South African gov- 
ernment to make the Union Jack an integral part 
of the South African national flag, on the ground 
that the famous ensign is a reminder of the suffer- 
ings of the Boers during the South African war. 
The feeling in Canada because of the loas by 
Quebec to Newfoundland of Labrador with its 
great water power and other potentialities is not 
mitigated by the conviction of many Canadians 
that Newfoundland was favored because the lat- 
ter has remained close to ‘British influence and 
Canada’s inclination toward complete independ- 
ence, if not toward an American relationship, 18 
not going to be weakened thereby. Australian 
independence needs no comment, nor that of the 
Irish, except Protestant Ulster. In short, alle- 
giance to the English crown is a tie whose strand 
of sentiment, however strong it is with a minor- 
ity, tends to weaken as national self-conscious- 
ness inevitably grows with power, prosperity, and 
sense of achievement. In Canada, among a very 
considerable and probably growing proportion of 
the people, for reason of race or previous national 
affiliation, the tie hardly exists at all. In South 
Africa, among the Boers, allegiance must depend 
wholly upon considerations of expediency, con- 
fiicting with emotions of remembered hostility and 
differences of race, religion, and nationality. 

The tmponderables created by common lan- 
guage, law, political institutions, and the rich 
complex we call culture are by no means to be 
overlooked. They operate powerfully even in the 
relations of Great Britain with the United States, 
and an estimate of the durability of the British 
union which overlooked them or underrated them 
would be seriously faulty, as German diplomacy 
discovered in the late war. Nevertheless, the ten- 
dene in the British imperia] system is not cen- 
tripetal but centrifugal. The British navy repre 
gents the strongest tie in the empire, but the

social, political, and economic forces of division 
eventually will prevail. . 

At the moment we are interested in this fact 
as (affects the British position at the naval con- 
ference. We are told that British responsibilities 
to her dominions justify her claim to naval prim- 
acy. Great Britain must protect not only her 
own island communications but also the situation 
fof the dominions. This does not look like an 
equal status, and however the dominions or inde- 
pendent and equal members of the British com- 
monwealth of nations may be inclined at the 
present time to acquiesce in the claim so far as 
this conference is concerned, in the long view of 
future naval agreements it is one which is not 
likely to grow in force. Interest in the protection 


the food and other essential supply of Great Brit- 
ain is one thing. Naval predominance asserted 
on grounds of the political and strategic interests 
of an empire with possessions overseas takes us 
into a very different field of policy. In that field 
important considerations of American, and also 
Japanese, interests enter, and the factor repre-

The mosquito campaign will not get an even 
break this year. That can be overcome if it is 
understood, but it would be bad if disappointment 
turned into conclusiye discouragement.

of a perfect year. For the exterminator the condi- 
thns are all wet, which is ideal for the pest. If 
the entire region had been under control for a 
number of years and a bad year came along there 
might be an increase in mosquitoes, but it would 
only prompt communities to be more thorough in 
the work of prevemtion. With any conditions, 
however favorable for the mosquito, there can be 
a mitigation of the pest. With thorough work and 
favoring conditions there can be an extermination 
of it. That has been proved here in the Chicago 
region. For two years Louis Eckstein, president 
of the Ravinia company, has rid the Ravinia 
home of opera from the annoyance of mosquitoes. 
There were times in the past when mosquito bites 
in Ravinia could almost ruin an evening of the 
finest music. The work of extermination was ex- 
tended to a sufficient area about the park, carried 
on with the consent or codperation of property 
owners, and the mosquitoes disappeared from the 
park. 

It requires constant application. The Ravinia 
oilers patrol the region after rains and the breed- 
ing spots are drained, filled or treated. Mosquito 
extermination cannot be a half measure. It can 
succeed. The mosquito is not an unescapable tor- 
ment of summer depriving people of enjoyment of 
its greatest delights.

WHY THE FLAG FLIES IN FULTON PARK. 
(The Grand Rapids [Mich.] Press.) 
Cahokia, Illinois, a place so small you will not 
find it on the average map, asks the states of Michi- ; 
gan, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Wisconsin, the five 
commonwealths carved out of the northwest territory, 
to join with it next summer in celebrating the sesqui- 
centennial of their deliverance from the British. But 
what, the average Michiganian will ask, had this un- 
known hamlet to do with it? ! 

It's a short story. Cahokia claims to have deen 
the oldest French settlement west of the Alleghanies. 
After the French and Indian war, when the British 
got hold of it, there were forty-five families there. 
Kaskaskia, the other dig frontier settlement, had 
sixty-five. The two little four corner places are living 
reminders of the struggle which decided that Michi- 
gan and its neighbors should be part of the United 
States instead of France or of British Canada. 

Cahokia, Kaskaskia and Vincennes were thorns on 
Britain's flank. If they hadn't existed, the northwest 
territory probably would have remained French until 
after the revolution; perhaps always. But Britain 
coveted and captured them, and that made it worth 
while, in the summer of 1778, for George Rogers | 
Clark to descend upon them and hold them grimly 
for the United States. For that reason alone, Great 
Britain handed over the territory which includes 
Grand Rapids to the victorious revolutionists. 

The average Grand Rapids schoo! child should know 
exactly why the Stars and Stripes, instead of the 
tricolor or the union jack, are flying today above 
Fulton park. A history of the revolution in the 
east will not inform them. It is a far cry from Fulton 
park to the tiny town of Cahokia, but if George 
Rogers Clark had not that place and its 
neighbors, all the victories of Washington would not 
have saved this city from being part of Canada. 
And if the Frenchmen who were the first whites to 
run the rapids of the Grand had not settled Cahokia 
and the Illinois country, thereby attracting and

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NON’T TAKE TOO MUCH 
WHEN YOU GO ON HIKE. 


HIS is the season of the year when 
people are planning their summer 
outings. Many of them will go on 
long hikes of one sort ‘or another. 

In fact, a moderate number of hikers are 
already on the roads. Those I meet have 
generally overdone things in the matter 
of luggage. They proclaim themselves 
tenderfeet by the amount and variety 
of stuff they pack. But this is not the 
only evidence they give of tender feet in 
another sense. 

They should consider Lindbergh, the 
man who went to Europe equipped with 
one comb, two sandwiches, and a bottle 
of water. Why; he even had to rustle a 
toothbrush. Unfortunately, he washed 
his hair the day before he started, there- 
fore he thought it safer to take a comb. 
There is no evidence that he used his 
comb once in crossing the Atlantic. It 
was when the ladies began to crowd 
around in Paris that he worked the comb 
and called for brilliantine. 

— 

We have his own word for it that he 
carried too much baggage—as little as he 
had. He said he ate but one-half a Sand- 
wich and half the water was wasted. 
If Lindbergh made the most famous voy- 
age in aistory equipped with a comb and 
a couple of sandwiches, why should a 
hiker who plans for a day on the road 
carry all the equipment that one sees 
hung on him? 

A hiker is just as strong as his feet. 
When he limps in at night it is the feet 
that are complained of. The experts in 
the United States army have worked out 
mathematically the great extra strain on 
the feet which carrying a heavy pack 
entails. 

As I see them they are too heavily shod. 
The shoes they wear are broad in the 
heel, and, as a rule, broad in the toe. 
These are both admirable qualities, but 
the sole is too heavy. The shoe weighs 
too much to be lifted ana carried for- 
ward with each step without fatiguing 
the leg and foot muscles. 

—- 

It is the fashion for hikers to wear 
leather puttees. I know of nothing that 
is more ‘uncomfortable than puttees. 
After one has walked for several hours 
wearing puttees he will have more than 
one painful sore spot. Old fashioned 
boots with tops are much more comfort- 
able. Some people wear the doughboy’'s 
puttee., This is bad enough, but it is a 
great improvement over leather. 

For most service ordinary trousers 
hamper the leg least of all. Knee trous- 
ers with stockings or socks are much 
vetter than puttees. In rare instances 
the going is bad enough to make some 
kind of a leg wrap helpful. 

I notice many of them trailing along 
with arms bared two-thirds of the way 
up and some of them bareheaded. Too 
much sunlight is poisonous to untanned 
people. 

And then there is that heavy knap- 
sack containing a night bag, beauty - box, 
and all the conveniences of home. 
Remember Lindbergh and his comb.

WHEN A STREET NAME REMAINED 
UNCHANGED. 

Chicago, June 22.—About two years 
ago while I was secretary of a neighbor- 
hood improvement association, some of 
the members residing on Bernard street 
asked that a plea be sent to the city hall 
for the changing of the name of that 
street to Trumbull. avenue. Bernard 
street is a part of the thoroughfare 
which is named Trumbull at both ends 
and Bernard in the middle.

_ A spectacle of war thrilled the 15,000 
fdiks who turned out at Soldiers’ field 
last night to witness the opening of 


the war show. 
Such a deafening artillery barrage 


accompanied the “ Battle of Chateau 
Thierry,’’ prime event of the show, 
that Charles G. Dawes, the guest of 
honor, had to jam the vice presidential 
thumbs into his ears. And Gen. Dawes 
was only one of the thousands who did 
the same thing. 

But if their ears were closed, their 
eyes were not, as tha crowd cheered 
the hundreds of soldiers in their 
charge against the enemy. 

Battle Climax of Events. 

It was a great battle, coming at the 
end of other exciting exhibitions of 
horsemanship, airplane maneuvers, in- 
fantry drills, Indian dances, saber 
drilis, and nearly everything else the 
army boys could bring out to show how 
the game of war is played. 

Gen. Dawes had declined to ride 
with a coach and four, as the show 
committee had desired to present him 
to the crowds, but that didn’t subdue 
his enthusiasm. 

“The war show is demonstrating to 
the public the mettle of the men now 
making up the United States army,” 
the Vice President said as he sat in 
the reviewing stand with Maj. Gen. 
Milton J. Foreman, retired commander 
ef the Illinois National Guard, and 
Maj. Gen. William Lassiter, command- 
ing the 6th corps area. “This is a 
splendid exhibition of our peacetime 


organization. The officers in charge 


should be congratulated for providing 
Chicago with such a fine entertain- 
ment.” 
Troops Advance on Village. 
At the start of the battle a company 
of men from the 2d infantry advanced 


’ from the south end of the stadium, 


firing volleys and moving in spurts 
on the model little French village at 
the north end. 

The village was built of canvas, 
but the play of red lights upon it made 
it realistic, and when the bombs and 
fireworks inside it began to explode 
as the battle became more and more 
heated, the spectacle was worth see- 
ing 


The infantrymen were repulsed by 
fire from the village, and soon the 


artillery came into play, and it was 


then the crowd covered their ears, for 
each crashing shell shook the ground 
and the concrete stands. 

Machine gun companies advanced 
and began their rat-a-tat. Then came 


the tanks, blazing fire from beneath 


their armor, and at last the cavalry, 
shouting wildly and with sabers drawn, 
dashed into the village. 

The show will de on again this 
afternoon at 2:30 o'clock, and this 
evening at 7:30.
